The allied 
governments also grant validity to 
this principle everywhere, in so far 
as it is practically realizable. 

“Clause 6. The allied powers have 
frequently emphasized the possibility 
that both sides might renounce not 
only indemnification for war costs, 
but aleo indemnification for war 
damages. In these circumstances 
every belligerent pewer would have 
only to make indemnification for ex- 
penditures for its nationals who 
have become prisoners of War, as 
well as for damage done in its own 
territor® by egal acts of force com- 
mitted aguinst civilian nationals be- 
longing to the enemy. The Russian 
government's proposal for the crea- 
tlon of a apecial fund for this pur- 
pose could be taken into considera- 
tion only if the other belligerent 
powers were to join ia the peace ne- 
gotiations within a suitable period. 

RETURN OF COLONIES. 

““YNause 6 Of the four allied 
powers, Germany alone possesses 
colonies. On the part of the Ger- 
man delegation, in full accord with 
the Russian proposals regarding 
that, the following is declared: 

“The return of colonial territories 
forcibly seized during the war con- 
sfiitutes an essential part of German 
demands, which Germany cannot 
renounce under any circumstances. 
Likewidge, the Russian demand fer 
iramediate evacuation of territories 
occuptled by an adversary contorms 
to German intentions. Having in 
view the nature of the colonial ter- 
ritieries of Germany, the realization 
of the right of self-determination, 
besides the above outlined considera- 
tions in the form proposed bv the 
Iivesian delegation, is at present 
practically Impossibie. 

“The circumstances that ta the 
German colontes the natives, not- 
withstanding the greatest Jifficulties 
and the improbability of victory in 
a struggie against an sdversary 
many times stronger and who had 
the advantage of unlimited import 
by sea, remained in the fcravest cir- 
curmetances faithful to their German 
friends, may eerve as proof of their 
sitachment and their resolve by all 
means tO preserve aliexiance to 
Germany. proof which by ite signifi- 
cance and weight is far superior to 
any expression of popular will. 

“The principles of economic rela- 
tions proposed by the Russian deie- 
gation in connection with the above 
six clauses are approved wholly by 
the delegations of the allied powers 


jwho always have denied any econom- 
ic restrictions and who see in the 


re-establishment of regulated eco- 
nomic relations, which are in accord 
with the interests of all people con- 
cerned, one of the most important 
conditions for bringing about friend- 
ly relations between the powers now 
engaged in war.” ‘ 
RUSSIAN VIEWPOINT. 

Chairman loffe of the Russian 
delegation expressed gratification at 
the willingness of Germany to con- 
clude peace on the basis of nv an- 
nexations, no indemnities and the 
self-definition of peoples, hut point- 


ea out that the self-definition of 


peoples within the limits granted by 
constitutions as stated by German 
reply Was not complete. 

“Renouncing the application of 
the right of the stronger nation with 
regard to territories occupied dur- 
ing the war,” he said, “the powers of 
the quadguple alliance at the same 
time give all their opponents an im- 
mediate peace ground. They af- 
firm that the right of the stronger, 
after unprecedented bloodshed, 
shall be preserved with all ite in- 
tegrity within each of the countries 
with no regard for little and op- 
pressed nationalities. 

“The war cannot end without the 
violated rights of those nationali- 
ties being re-established. The Rus- 
sian delegation insists that those 
nationalities must in the very next 
peace treaty establishing a «genera! 
peace among all nationalities, re- 
ceive on the basis of international! 
agreement, guarantees that their 
lewful rights will be protected. The 
lapse of time in ro case legalices 
the violation of one people by an- 
other.” 

Regarding compensation for the 


the Russian chairman said it might 
be construed as an indemnity. He 
insisted that an international fund 
be used to pay damages against 
private persons. He had no objec- 
tion to Germany's request that her 
colonies be evacuated by Entente 
troops. 

‘Russia's delegation.” he stated, 
in conclusion, “notwithstanding dif- 


ferences of opinion, thought the 
German declaration that Germany 


has no aggressive plane offered the 
possibility of the immediaie »egin- 
ning of negotiations for a general 


peace among all bellizerents.”

“Deferred Percentages” will 
be Called February 15. 


(SY « NIGHT WIRE) 


Final increments of the first Na- 
tional Army assigned to Camp Dodge 
will not be called, but the men in 
these quotas will be placed under 
the new classification regulations, 
according to orders received here 
from Washington today. 

The orders, issued by Provost-Mar- 
shal-Genera! Crowder, apply not on- 
ly to Camp Dodge, but affect all de- 
ferred percentages of the first army, 
for which “there will be no more 
formal call before February 15.” 

Crowder’s message follows: 

“It has been decided there will 
be no formal call for deferred per- 
centages of the present quota be-' 
fore February 15. While boards 
should, until they have enough men 
finally classified in class one, send 
forward promptly men relected un- 
der the old regulations to make up 
deficiencies In calls already made, 
the result of this decision will be 
that we shall be able to give the 
benefit of the new classification sys- 
tem to all men whose order num- 
bers are so late as to place them 
within the deferred percentages of 
the present call. 

“Calle will, however, be made 
very shortly under the provision of 
Section 149 for the special class of 
men there mentioned.” 

Section No. 149 relates to the tn- 
duction “Into military service of 
technical and other experts end of 
registrants highly skilled in some 
special line of werk.”

HIGHER EFFICIENCY ON’

Railway Officials Take a Cheerful View 
of Federal Action. 


HE action of the United States 

government in taking over the 
operation of the railroads of 
the country today will mean greater 
efficiency and when the interests of 
the common carriers of the country 
are pooled it will mean the end of 
all petty squabbles, according to the 
majority opinion of prominent rail- 
road men of Southern California. 
When Secretary of the Treasury 
William G. McAdoo steps into the 
railroad dictator's chair today, it 
means that railroads wil] be assured 
of materials to carry on needed im- 
provements, and a greater volume 
of business, especially war freight. 
will be handled by the roads, it is 
asserted, 
“Government operation will not 
affect the improvements of the 
Santa Fe in any respect,” sald Gen- 
eral Manager A. G. Wells last night. 
“The proposed improvements in 
Southern California will be carried 
on as planned, and the power of 
the government to commandeer ma- 
teriale will be a vast assistance in 
rushing this proposed work’ to an 
early completion. The new stations, 
yards and shops we are construct- 
ing at San Bernarfino will be car~-| 
ried on to a speedy end, and we 
hope that the government action 
will greatly facilitate mattcrs in re- 
gard to securing supplies for this 
work.

MEDIATOR PREPARES 
FISH STRIKE REPORT. 


STODDARD JESS TO MAKE HIS 
RECOMMENDATIONS TO THE 
GOVELENMENT SUON., 


Within a few days, Stoddard Jews, 
who some weeks ago was appointed 
as government mediator to adjust 
the troubles between the fish can- 
neries and the fNehermen at San Pe- 
dro, will make a report to the gov- 
ernment, giving his findings, after u 
series of hearings and investigations, 
and will also present his recom- 
mendations. 

Last season the canneries paid the 
fishermen $17 a ton for sardines, 
and the demand for the same price 
was made for this season. The can- 
nery men contended that they could 
not afford to pay this price, as can 
neries farther up the coast were 
Securing sardines for much less per 
ton. The fishermen deciared that 
they could not afford to catch thi 
sardines and bring them in for a 
less rate, and the result was that 
the boats were tied up and the can- 
nerlies were shut down. Not only 
was there a loss of food supplies, by 
this condition, but many people in 
the harbor district were cut off from 
their employment, and the situation 
Was such that the government. au- 
thorities decided it was a case where 
mediation was necessary. 

When this was undertaken, and 
Mr. Jess was appointed to the task, 
he had a conference with the fisher- 
men, and assured them that the gov- 
ernment would give full considera- 
tion to their claims, and on this as- 
surance they resumed their fishing 
Mr. Jess yesterday declined to state 
what recommendations he would 
make until his official report is fled. 


PRAISE SYSTEM HERP. 


Supt. Shiels Asked to Give Plans 
of dunior Red Cross for .Na- 
tional Adoption. 


The fame of the Junior Ned Cross 
work, as carried on in the Los An- 
geles city schools, has spread abroad 
to such an extent that Dr. Albert 
Shiels, superintendent of city schools, 
yesterday received a telegram from 
Dr. H. N. MacCracken, head of the 
Junior Red Crosse work, in Washing- 
ton, asking him to go to Washington 
at once to set forth the details of 
thisework. 

It is probable that the Los Ange- 
les system will be adopted for gen- 
eral use of the city school systems of 
the American cities. Through its

PLOT TO WIFE. 


Kafitz Says Woman Planned 
Yesterday's Shooting. 


Denies Her Story of Trouble 
Over Pro-Germanism. 


Blames Third Man for Their 
Domestic Tragedy. 


That Mrs. Maude Kafitz planned 


to slay him, to then inflame pub- 
lic opinion against him and to 
thereby vindicate herself in the 


eyes of a judge and jury for her act, 
and that their family troubles are 
all due to a third man, was the sen- 
sational counter-charge against his 
wife, made last night by Willlam 
Kafitz, wealthy retired business man. 

Mr. Kafits was shot in the left 
shoulder by Mrs. Kafits, yesterday 
morning. at their home, No. 1637 
South Gramercy place. He was 
taken to the Westlake Hospital 
where an operation was performed 
by Dr. 0. ©. Wellbourn, who says 
thet Mr. Kafitz has a good chance 
to recover unless blood potsen sets 
in. 
Conflicting stories concerning the 
cause of the shooting are told by 
husband and wife. No part of the 
affair, except the struggle that en- 
sued in the back vard of the pala- 
tial home, was seen by other per- 
sons. 

Mr. Kafitz declares that since last 
June his wife has been associating 
with other men and with one man 
in particular, whose name the in- 
jured man refused to divulge last 
night. This man, Mr. Kafits says, 
has frequently visited his home 
while he was away on business 
tours.

“The Wednesday before Christmas 
I went to San Diego to give her a 
chance to move out, as on that day 
I told her that I wanted her to va- 
cate my home. We had a quarrel 
and I told her that I wouldn't live 
with her. While I was tn San Diego 
two telegrams were sent to me, 
warning me not to go near my home 
until she got away.” 

WHAT SHE SAYS. 

Mrs. Kafitz told Detectives Riggs 
and Neilson that her husband had 
entered her home yesterday morning 
and that he made her back out Into 
the breakfast room, where he pulled 
a revolver and shot at her. She said 
that she struggled with him, that he 
dropped the gun and that she picked 
it up and shot him in the shoulder. 
A second shot, she says she fired, 
missed him. 

Mrs. Kafitz was released by the 
detectives until their investigation is 
completed. One of the vertebrae of 
her neck is dislécated which oc- 
curged when her husband grabhed 
her around the neck, after the shoot- 
ing. She was taken to the home of 
Mrs. C. M. Moses, a neighbor. at 
No. 1629 Seuth Gramercy place, and 
nt a late hour last night was re- 
moved to the home of her sister, Mrs.

The action of the Los Angeles 
Board of Education in abolishing 
the study of the German language in 
the schools here is being followed 
by similar action in several cities in 
this and other States and by con- 
termplated action to the same end in 
other municipalities over the coun- 
try, 

Following the lead of Los Angeles, 
Monrovia’s school trustees yester- 
day declared that the present h 
school course in German will 
dropped from the curriculum, and 
that teaching of the language will 
be abolished until after the war. It 
is probable that all the German 
text-books and other literature in 
the Teutonic tongue now on the 
shelves of the Monrovia public U- 
brary will be withdrawn from the 
public’s use, though official action 
will not be taken by the library 
board until its meeting next week. 

The Long Beach Board of Educa- 
tion yesterday decided by a 
unanimous vote to stop the teaching 
of German in the public schools 
there for the period of the war. Dr. 
Lewis P. Crutcher, chairman of the 
Long Beach Chapter of the Ameri- 
can Red Cross, introduced .a rese- 
lution to make the stopping of Ger- 
man “for all time,” but this was not 
adopted. . 

Dispatches to The Times yester- 
Gay tell of the nation-wide interest 
aroused by the action of the Los An- 
geles Board of Education and of 
steps that already have been taken 
in some cities set under way in oth- 
ers to oust German from the schools.

The ownership of 
the railroads is in no wise affected: the 
government wil] operate them for the stock- 
holders and, if the recommen dations of the 
President are approved by Congress, the 
stockholders will receive dividends based 
On the average dividends paid by the dif- 
ferent lines during the last three years. 
For the present the roads will be manared 
by the present boards of directors and 
every effort will be made to prevent a 
disturbance of norma! traffic conditions ex- 
cept where the exigencies of war make 
such disturbance imperative. Local and in- 
terurban electric railway lines are not af- 
fected by the Executive order. 

The presidents of all the great transcon- 
tinental lines have pledged their loyal sup- 
port to government operation. Stockhold- 
ers and security holders apparently wel- 
comed Federal control When the stock 
markets opened yesterday the brokers were 
fairly deluged with buying orders, and rail- 
way securities registered a greater gain 
during the morning trading than at any 
other time since war against Germany was 
formally deciared. During the last six 
months the railroads have been buffeted 
about between the devil and the deep sea, 
as it were, and the stockholders evidently 
, are relieved by the news that the govern- 
ment has assumed responsibility for the 
operation of the lines and the payment of 
interest and dividends for the war period. 

While the proclamation of the President 
assigns no reasons for taking over the op- 
eration of the railroads, other than mill- 
tary necessity, it is generally understood 
in financial circles that the determining 
factors were the clamor of railway em- 
ployees for increases in wages, the counter 
requests of the railroad managements for 
increases in rates and the perilous cond!- 
tion of some of the weaker lines that could 
not show a sufficient burst of speed to keep 
out of the way of the receiver. Under gov- 
ermment operation the employees will be 
in the Federal service and an attempt to 
foment strikes and riots would be a trea- 
‘sonable action. The political heads of the 
railway brotherhoods have not been en- 
thusiastic over government operation for 
the reason that it deprives them of their 
two effective weapons, the strike and sabot- 
age. 

By assuming responsibility for the oper- 
ation of the railroads the United States 
government has taken upon itself the trou- 
bles of the managers concerning increased 
freight rates... The rise in wages forced 
upon the railroads last year by the govern- 
ment and the increased cost of material 
have advanced enormously the operating 
expenses; but the Interstate Commerce 


corresponding increase in rates. By assum- 
ing responsibility to the stockholders and 
bondholders of the railroads the govern- 
ment also takes upon itself the respons!i- 
bility of collecting enough in tariffs to pay 
operating expenses and provide for inter- 
est and sinking fund payments. It is a 
veritable windfall for some of the weaker 
lines which were at the end of their finan- 
ela] resources. 

Government operation of the trunk lines 
has existed in fact for the last six months. 
The managements of the. companies have 
obeyed every order from the Federal de- 
partments, giving the right of way to 
troops and war supplies; but the weakness 
of this direction without responsibility was 
that different departments would give con- 
flicting orders and confusion and economic 
waste inevitably followed. It is not be- 
cause the railroads have fallen down in the 
transportation of supplies that they have 
been taken over by the government, how- 
ever; a recént investigation revealed that 
200,000 cats of supplies were in docks and 
railway yards about New York City alone 
awaiting bottoms for trans-Atlantic ship- 
ment. 

Government operation of the railroads 
during the war period is a vastly different 
proposition from government ownership. It 
is one thing for a people to make sacrifices 
of its liberties, of life itself, when its 
autonomy is threatened by an armed ag- 
Sressor, and a wholly different proposition 
to endure servitude for an unlimited period. 
Government control in times of peace be 
comes political control, and politics has 
become a synonym for improvidence and 
incompetency. Efficiency becomes subser- 
vient to political expediency; the success 
of the individual ig disassociated from that 
of the business in which he is engaged; the 
army of taxeaters is enormously increased: 
and the taxpayer, who has no voice in the 
d of the enterprise, is forced 
make up the losses. The Times hopes t 
the report that the government proposes 
increase passenger rates and add to the 


income of the railroads is correct. It 
WOULD BE MUCH FAIRER to do 
than to permit the roads to run 
a loss and compel taxpayers, who 


were not served by the roads, to make 
good the deficits. It is sufficient to ob- 
serve at this time that in no country in 
the world where thd railroads are owned 
and operated by the state are the freight 
rates per ton mile as low as on the pri- 
vately owned transcontinenta! lines in the 
United States. Germany owned practically 
the whole of the steam railways in that 
country before the war and the freight rates 
were nearly twice as high as those in the 
United States, despite the fact that railway 
employees in Europe are paid but little 
more than half what they receive in this 
country. 

During recent years there has been a 
persistent clamor from politicians and near 
politicians for government ownership of 
railroads. A few were probably sincere, 
but the great mass of the proponents of 
public ownership were actuated by a desire 
to secure executive positions under the gov- 
ernment; they trusted to their political 
activity to make up for their lack of prac- 
tical knowledge of railroading. The New 
York ‘World commented editorially last 
week that the strongest argument yet ad- 
vanced in favor of government operation 
and control of the railroads during the war 
period was a protest by all the State Rail- 
road Commissions of the country against 
such action. The World assumed that the 
opposition of the State commissions was 
incited Dy a supreme desire to protect 
their own jobs. It is Nkely to prove A HARD

COMMISSION. Five commissioners are 
drawing $8000 a year each and expending 
$350,000 a year to regulate the railroads. 
It will not be easy for them to find an ex- 
cuse to remain on the State pay roll when 
nineteen-twentieths of their duties are now 
assumed by the Federal] government. 

By reason of the guarantees, which Prest- 
dent Wilson favors, as to the payment of 
interest and dividends to stockholders, 
government operation of the railroads will 
probably be agrended by a heavy financial 
loss unless rates materially advanced. Asa 
War measure government operation of the 
railroads will be accepted without protest 
from the Ameritan public. It is likely to 
prove a boon for the railroads themselves, 
as the people will have an opportunity to 
learn what railway maintenance and opera 
tion really cost. The question of ultimate 
government ownership is not a vital one at 
this time; the debt of the United States 
government will be imposing enough when 
the war ends, without extending the public 
credit to the point of attempting to market 
additional securities to purchase the rail- 
road lines of the country. 


HE MEAT PACKERS. 

America first! No other thought can be 
harbored in this period of world-wide stress 
and suffering. The course of the govern- 
ment’s investigation at Chicago of the pack- 
ing industry should impress indelibly upon 
the minds of all classes of Americans the 
idea that there is only one thing that counts 
today, and that is whole-hearted loyalty to 
their country and their fellow-men. This 
applies equally to the employer and the 
employee, the profiteer and the labor-union 
agitator. 

Until the war is brought to a successful 
conclusion favorable to the Allies, ideas of 
personal gain must be subordinated. No 
matter how powerful any one captain of 
industry may be, or any group of industrial 
leaders may become, the main purpose of 
the war, the democratization of the world, 
must not be lost sight of. What if the pack- 
ers were within their legal rights in forming 
combinations, never mind—their duty to 
struggling humanity should have prevented 
them taking any business steps which would 
add unjustly to the cost of living. 

In previous international wars it has been 
a case of money, men and guns. Modern 
warfare takes in every citizen of the nation, 
whether male or female, and the question 
of food and supplies is the dominant one. 
This war will be won by the Allies because 
they have control of the seas and of the 
world’s food. Any trickery taken by per 
sonal interests to interfere with this control 
and to raise the cost of food necessities 
to our own people and the peoples of the 
Allies nations, cannot be condoned. 
Neither public opinion nor the government 
has any objection to the size of a busi- 
ness, or the amount of money the business 
turns over each year; but there is a serious 
and justifiable objection to any monopoly 
which will place the foodstuffs of the people 
beyond their reach, and which at the same 
time will return to the owners of this com- 
bination of capital, swollen profits. This sit- 
vation becomes more than oppréssive when 
the nation is embarked upon a life and 
death struggle with a crue) and merciless 
foe; it is crue] and cannot be permitted 
to continue. 

No matter how much money @ man may 
be able to accumulate by his ability and 
fortunate circumstances, he must not be 
allowed to forget that he has a duty to ful- 
fifth towards humanity. He cannot be al- 
lowed to make a hog of himself, even if 
he so desires. The Times prefers to be.

The last day of Sing Sing prison was 
signalized by the most impressive proof of 
the contention that néw methods of prison 
management will pay the community in 
practical ways. 

For on the day that saw the demolition 
begin of the dark old stone cel! block that 
perpetuated the crue! standards of 1825, 
the prison which has long been so crowded 
as to multiply its menace to moral and 
physical health without its walls was far 
less full than has been usual of late. 

In spite of the increase of population; in 
spite of the war's upsetting of ill-balanced 
minds; in spite of incitement by the Kal- 
ser’s agents to crimes of arson and the 
like, the inmates of the State’s prisons are 
fewer by T1000 than is common at this sea- 
son, and the difference is ascribed to the 
ease of getting employment. 

If more than 1000 men in a single State 
prefer work when they can get it to ven- 
tures in crime to which otherwise they 
might be tempted or driven, a much greater 
number could be kept from crime in the 
beginning or diverted from it by wise treat-

FOR WHEATLESS DAY. 


BY DORA OLIPHANT COE. 


As an act of patriotism, we are 


told to conserve the wheat of the 
nation by using substitutes, and 
corn bread is offered as the best 
make-shift. 

But corn bread is not a make- 
shift. Real corn bread isn't. Did 
you ever eat any real corn bread? 

Uniess some of your folks came 
from the Old South, it is very 
doubtful. Certainly, if your con- 
sumption of cornmeal bread has 
been limited to the cake-like kind 
to be found in restaurants, you know 
absolutely nothing of the flavor of 
the real article. 

Also, quite as certainly and even 
more emphatically, you have no 
knowledge of the rea) thing if you 
have eaten only the yellow brand. 
Where I lived when I was a child, 
yellow corn and yellow squashes 
were raised for cattle feed only. 
Neither one was considered fit for 
Us to eat, and | never have been 
able to learn to like the peculiar, 
strong taste of yellow cornmeal, 
even when I have tried to make 
it into bread by one of my grand- 
mother’s recipes. 

And—speaking of recipes— 
Fancy calling a thing corn bread 
when it contains two and one-third 
cups of four and only two-thirds of 
a cup of cornmeal! 

“But I have to use the four to 
make the bread stick togetber,” 
protests one of my neighbors. 

My corn bread, made by a recipe 
my Kentucky grandmother used, 
sticks together and there is not one 
grain of wheat flour in it. 

“But, of course the egg—" anoth- 
er neighbor begins, and I interrupt 
with, “There is not even a part of 
an egg in my corn bread.” 

“Then maybe the sugar,” doubt- 
fully suggests a third, but there is 
no sugar in my corn bread, The 
only sweet there is in it is the nat- 
ural sugar in white corn. 

Would you like to try my grand- 
mother’s method of making corn 
bread? It is inexpensive and you 
cannot fail to like it. 

First, provide yourself with a bag 
of white cornmeal. Then— 

Put two quarts of water and one 
large tablespoonfu) of drippings into 
a large scaucepan. Set on the 
stove and bring to a boil. Add a 
teaspoonful of salt, though the quan- 
tity of salt will have to be regu- 
lated by the amount fn the fat used. 
Into two quarts of cornmeal put 
four teaspoons of baking powder 
and mix thoroughly. 

As soon as the water in the sauce- 
pan boils, remove from the flame 
and at once stir the cornmeal into 
the water. The scalding bursts the 
starch cells and makes the bread 


Stir quickly, but thoroughly, and 
turn into a well-greased pan. Bake 
forty minutes, using the full heat 
for the first fifteen minutes, after 
which turn down to half heat. 

Try it next Wednesday.
